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Applicant hereby elects Species I, which comprises Figures 1-7 and 10. Applicant submits 
that Claims 1-11, 13-32 and 38-40 are generic. Claim 1 1 is directed to Species I while Claim 12 is 
directed to Species II. 

Amendments To The Specification

error. The text that has been removed was unintentionally included and relates to an unrelated 
application.
